When lepers, therefore, wish to 
con- 


cetti themselves 
or escape 
segregation, 


they have only to enter theso 
tropical 


jungles. 
Tho lepers 
of 
the 
Hawaiian 


Islands have never been 
counted, aud a 


thorough segregation 
is au impossibility. 


When tho ravages 
of the disease 
became 


nn alarming, one of the group of islands 
was givou up for tho leper home. 
tlrest 


ilitliiitltyhas 
been 
experienced by the 


authorities inweeding 
out and exiling 


this class of sufferers. 
When the 
peri- 


odic searches 
are made 
they flee to the 


mountains, hide in the oaves, in forests 
and 
in jungles until the search is over 


for the time, they then return and 
live 


withtheir families aud their friends. 


There are at present acconuted for and 


iv tbe 
hands of tlie authorities 
about 


two thousand lepers, the great 
majority 


of whom have 
lieen adjudged 
civilly 


dead and have been 
segregated 
on the 


Island of Molokai. 
Over two hundred 


children 
aie there condemned 
to die, 


withthe disease 
transmitted from tbeir 


parents. 
Iteyond any question of doubt 


this is the most horrible collection 
of 


lepers on earth. 
The typioally altered 


face, the thickened skin from general in- 
filtration, the immense 
tumefaction of 


the frontal ami supra-orbital 
folds, 
sag- 


ging 
down over the eyes, 
the cheeks 


with pillow-like protuberances, 
covered 


with broad 
weals, 
the nose nodulated 


and 
broadened, 
the ears 
loaded 
with 


neoplastic deposit, and tbe swollen lips 
mark the physiognomy 
oi the 
average 


leper. 
Tbvu follows the period 
of de- 


cay, 
their bloated 
festeriug 
faces 
and 


their auasthetic 
ulcerated 
limbs render 


them simply repulsive caricatures 
of the 


humau form. 
They are not unusually 


disfigured by the loss of 
the 
hubs, 
the 


ey«s and the eai'B, and their extremities 
withthe lo« of ringers 
and 
toes. 
The 


atmosphere 
about 
these 
poor 
sufferers 


has the sickening odor of tlm dead. 


To 
the 
delightful 
climate 
of 
the 


Islands 
can 
not 
be 
charged 
the 


origin 
of 
this 
loathsome 
aud 
fatal 


disorder, but to the result of the impor- 
tation 
and inoculation of 
the 
natives 


witha specific 
poison or germ from 
a 


foreign nation. 
The very temperature 


prevails bere tbat is most 
conduoive 
to 


health and long life. 
Ahot day is never 


known, and tbe nights are always 
com- 


forlably cool. 
The thermometer 
ranges 


from 
GO to 80 degrees 
and the breezes 


from tbe gea render 
the air pure and 


wholesome. 
Nor can this disease 
be at- 


tributed Ul the food of the natives. The 
livingof tho Hawaiian is probably sup- 
erior to that of aay other 
tropical 
peo- 


ple iv the world; and on the whole, lit- 
tle if tiny inferior to tbe workiug classes 
of 
America. 
He 
has plenty of beef, 


pork, fish, flour, fruits and vegetables, 
but he prefers his own taro. a vegetable 
that growß similar to the turnip sud is 
found to he the most nourishing and pro. 
title food 
plant in 
the 
world. l)Jle 


square 
yard of taro planted in good 


soil will yield food enough to support 
a 


man for one year. 
Neither f«W or oll- 


tnate can bo charged 
as factors 
in pri> 
timing leprosy on the Islands. 
The di 


sense was evidently brought fr*>«> a for. 
eign country and tho natives ti*ce itdi- 
rectly to tho Chinese, and 
have always 


called it the "Chinese disease," 
(Mai 
Paka). 


The 
tirst case 
is 
not traditionary. 


Many persons 
are 
yet living that saw 
and knew the facts pertaining to thisin- 
dividual case. 
Dr. Haldwin, a mission- 


ary physician, now 87 years old, reached 
tho Islands before 
leprosy 
d:d, and is 
livingthere yet. 
He says the first oase 
occurred 
among 
the 
natives in 18.IK. 
This case developed 
ina family where 


there was employed a Chinese 
domestic 


suffering with the same disease. 
Dr. B. 


claims to have 
watched 
this,, and 
suc- 


ceeding 
cases, until the cjwease 
became 
common inthe kingdom. 
He says at ter 
a period of from seven to ten 
years the 


disease not ouly showed 
itself in other 
members of the family, but among 
tlie 
friends of the family, anil continued to 
spread in such

they knew the uamc of the malady they

The latter gentleman 
bad 


spent some 
yeai'B studying leprosy iv 


India. 
Thoy commenced 
the study and 


treatment ot tbe disease 
with a great 


deal 
of 
zeal 
njvt enthusiasm. 
Their 


supply 
of patients 
was inexhaustible 
and a 
bettes 
opportunity 
was given 


medical meafor the study of any special 
disease. 
The result 
of their treatment 


was negative, as well as that of all oth- 
er medical 
men that bad 
experimented 


on the disease. 
In a consultation of all 
the physicians 
of the kingdom 
in 1804, 


a system of segregation 
was recommend- 


ed 
aa 
the only means 
of saving 
the 
Hawaiian people. 


The habits ami customs of theao 
pro 


plu disclose 
the causes of tho 
wide and 


rapid spread 
of leprosy 
among 
them. 
The Hawaiians are tbe 
moßt amiable, 


good natnred, 
social 
people 
on earth. 


Life without society to them is unbear- 
able, aud a crumb of bread or a dish of 
poi 
is not palatable 
unless 
they can 


share it witha friend. 
They arealways i 


visiting from 
island 
to island and 
con- 
gregating together, never exoluding any 
ou account 
of disease, 
however 
conta- 


gioua or loathsome. 
Tbey surround 
smallpox sutl'erers andkisß, 
embrace and 


sleep with lepers without any suspicion 
of results. 
Tbey sinoko the same pipe 


aud drinkfrom tho same cap. 


Now iv vio.v id the historyand spread 


of the disease 
among 
this people, 
tbe 
conclusion is irresistible 
that leprosy is 


contagious. 
All intelligent 
resident 


physicians tbat have treated and watch- 
ed the development 
of tho disease 
from 


yei'r to year, aro 
unanimously of the 


opinion that it is eminently contagious. 
Dr. Aruing, a student 
of Virchow aud 


Koch, and a gentleman 
of high rcpata- 


tion as a medical micronuopiat, haa spent 
three years in studying leprosy in Hono- 
lulu. 
He 
says in his 
report 
to the 


Hoard of Health, 
"that the disease 
la 
dependent on tlie invasion 
of the body 


by a microscopic germ (Bacillus Lepra:) 
which has the power to increase 
indefi- 


nitely in the tissues." 
Therefore, 
he 
adds, "we must look upon every single 
case as a hotbed of contagion. He breeds 
and multipliesa poison germ, nml ia ou 
this account 
dangerous. 
Allsuck in- 


fected 
persons

Dr. Troussean 
reported 
to the govern- 


ment authorities afti r twenty-five years 
experience, 
"that he believed loprosy

on the Island 
of 
Molokai, says, "lep- 


rosy ia aaanredly 
contagious 
under the 


aame limitatioua aa syphilis. 
Inleprosy 


the degree of contagiousness 
Is depend- 
ent on 
tbe 
externsl 
manifestations.' 


When 
the diaoaae ia manifested 
simply 


by masi'ula spot* or by ana*sthesea, 
it is 


not ao contagious aa when it takes the 
tubercular 
form, 
as 
manifested 
by 


mucus patches anil 
uloers.' 
There 
is 


but one opinion among tbe physician* 
on the Islands on tbe 
subject, anil that 


is that tbe diseaae is both contagioui and 
hereditary. 
Certainly all 
persous 
ex- 


poaed to leprosy do not develop tbo dis- 
ease. 
Occasionally 
a husband will live 


for 
year* with a leper wife, and *l*t

But wtberc there U auoh an immunity 
it isfair to aasnme that the conditions

rosy on earth, no absolute 
line separates 


one variety from another. 
One 
form is 


im-hiied 
more 
to the tubercular forma- 


tions ivthe 
skin, white another 
espe- 


ciallyaffects 
the nerves, produciug PJHRS- 
thesia and 
paralysis. 
ButBymytoms of 


each 
variety am 
bleuded 
nnd 
well 
marked inevery individualcase. 


As for the treatment of leprosy on the 


Islands, itluib not been mor* or less 
suc- 
cessful than the treatment of tho disease 
iv other countries. 
The medical 
pro- 


fession has simply to acknowledge 
that 


it has 
never cured a single case?not 
a 
reliable record oan bo fonud to-day of a 
single cure. 
No claim is made for any 


cure among the Hawaiians. 
All remedies 
which bave 
been 
tried 
from time to time elsewhere 
have 
been 


tried here, and every new therapeutical 
proposition 
experimented 
with. 
No 


remedy has exerted 
auy specific action. 


|Some arc of undoubted value instrength- 
ening the constitutional powers and in 
retarding for atime the progress of the 
disease. 
Also good 
diet and favorable 


hygienic surroundings 
help to lengthen 


the span of leper life. 
But sad 
indeed 


is tbe fate of a leper 
-before bin opeuß 


out a miserable 
existence of gradual 
de- 


cay, of helpless 
imbecility aud 
a life of 
despair a thousand 
times worse 
than 


death. 


There ia a vague belief in the 
profes- 


sion that insome mysterious way a rela- 
tion exists between leprosy and syphilis. 
This view is not 
maintained 
by any 


modern dermatologists. 
The microscope, 


the nine qua non of all modern investiga- 
tion, has demonstrated 
that leprosy isa 


parasitic disease. 
Iv every case ot lep- 


roay the bacillus lepra; is obtained. 
On 


the other hai d, no bacteria 
or bacilli 


have been discovered 
in syphilis. 


Leprosy is the oldest 
kuowu 
disease, 
and numbers its years with history. The 
Hebrews 
brought 
the 
Htllictiou with 


tbem into Palestine, 
and 
the stringent 


provisions of the Mosaic laws show how 
dreadful must have been its ravages aud 
bow great the terror whileitexisted. 
So 


strictly was the ruleof 
\u25a0MttMatioa 
ob- 


served that even kings afflicted with the 
disease 
toer* expelled from their thrones 


and shut out from society. 


Syphilis had no history aud no men- 
tion wax made of itbefore 
the niteenth 


century. 
An 
interesting 
acconnt 
was 


written of itat that time by a monk in i. 
Latin poem. 
He expressed bis dread 
of 
the new disease, 
which spared 
neitber 


laymen nor tho 
holy 
churchmen 
and 


even invaded the precincts of the papal 
throne. 
There are probably no two skin 


diseases 
tn which the differential 
diag- 


nosis can be made withgreater certainty. 
But the curability of 
syphilis 
and 
the 
non-curability of leprosy decides beyond 
any question 
of doubt the distinct 
sep- 
arability of 
the 
two 
diseases. 
About 


ninety-live 
\>er 
cent, 
under 
modern 


treatment 
recover 
from 
syphilis, 
but 


how dismal the prospects 
of 
a 
leper. 
Furthermore, 
the 
ipiestion 
has 
been 


settled 
beyond dispute tbat a leper will 


contract syphilis and with proper 
treat- 
ment recover from it, while tbe original 
disease 
goes on and ends indeath. 
No form of elephantiasis has ever been 


known among the Hawaiians.
